On Hay 30, 1968, shortly after flflm|p«as notified, . 
of his recommended suspension, approximareTy40students .

The 
students demonstrated in the building until campus police 
came to secure the building. Approximately eight of the 
demonstrators declined to leave the building and sere 
locked in the building. The students aho aere locked in the 
building urged other students, estimated at about 60, aho 
had gathered outside the building, to Join in the protest. 

At 11:00 PM, ahen William Tate, Dean of Men, and Clarke 
County Sheriff, H. T. Huff, arrived to clear the building, 
it aas found to be deserted. About ten students then began 
a sleep-in on the campus grounds, in front of the Academic 
Building, ahich Ihsted from May 30, 1968 until June 2, 1968. 

The SDS Chapter meets at the Westminster House, a 
Presbyterian Institution operated for the benefit of 
University of Georgia students, at 1250 South Lumpkin Street, 
in Athens, Georgia. The Cantus Pastor of Westminster House 
is the Reverend Milner S.'^Ball, aho is also the president of 
the Athens Civil Liberties Union. 

. On May 3-5, 1968, the University of Georgia SDS 
Chapter hosted the Southern student Organizing Committee (SSOC)

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
Is known today, came Into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, In June, 1962. The SDS Is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
''radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International In San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an antl-communlst 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October 7, 
1?3G. .rjsue of "New Left Notes," the official publication of 
SDS; zr* SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists In 
SDS and they are welcome. The national headquarters of this 
organir.ation as of April 18, 1967, was located In Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois,

On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) with head- 
quarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, was 
formed on the weekend of April 3-3, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern student groups In areas of civil rights, 
peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital punishment 
and unemployment. Originally, It was to be a white counter- 
part of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

' It has agreed to work with similar Interested groups such as 
SNCC and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and Southern 
Conference Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEP). SSOC Is a fraternal 
affiliate of SDS . 

Beginning In the Fall of 1966, SSOC became a member- 
ship organization and embarked on a campaign to form local 
chapters on various college campuses throughout the South. 

SSOC publishes, October through May each year, a publication, 
"New South Student", which according to the above source has 
Increasingly espoused and defended the pro-Communist and 
antl-Unlted States position on domestic and foreign policy.

" ' The New Left movement has, in order to produce 

sizeable numbers of individuals for anti-Vietnam and antl- 
Draft demonstrations, formed an alliance with individuals' 
generally regarded as ’’hippies" in Atlanta. In an effort 
to discourage an increase in hippies settling in Atlanta, 
the Atlanta Police Department has conducted a number of raids 
on "crash houses" where hippies have been residing, for the 
purpose of finding narcotics. Unfavorable publicity given 
to these raids has resulted in corresponding difficulties en- 
countered by hippies to continue their existence as such. 

It is proposed that friendly members of the news media could 
be used to expose the use of narcotics and immorality by 
some hippies, at the same time linking them with some of the . 
organizations receiving publicity in connection with their 
demonstrations. It is likely that literature of organiza- 
tions identified with the New Left would be found on the 
premises of these individuals in many cases. These individua 
are in many instances photographed and Interviewed by the 
: press while they are participating In demonstrations or acts 
'J o* civil disobedience. F ^ ^ J, / 

In many Instances, ^udents attempting to disrupt 
or take over college facilities are assumed to be, or known 
to be, connected with the New Left organizations by school 
officials. These students have, in many Instances, been 
^Called before college administrative boards to determine the 
extent of their participation in acts disrupting operation 
of the <jollege. Friendly staff members could be used to 
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insure the college had reliable public source material 
connectidg these individuals with New Left organizations, 
and at the same time friendly news media could be used to 
publicize this information, which in some instances is 
brought out in continuing litigation attacking the authority 
of the college to regulate student activities. 

Specific recommendations in connection with the 
above will be submitted when feasible.
